Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill shall 
be received by the House after the first 10 
days of each Session, nor may any Private 
Bill be presented to the House after the first 
three weeks of each Session, nor may any 
report of any Standing or Select Committee 
upon a Private Bill be received after the first 
four weeks of each Session, and no motion 
for the suspension or modification of this 
Standing Order shall be entertained by the 
House until the same has been reported on 
by the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to the 
House. And if this rule shall be suspended 
or modified as aforesaid, the promoters of 
any Private Bill which is presented after the 
time hereinbefore limited, or for which the 
petition has been received after the time 
hereinbefore limited, shall in either case pay 
double the fees required in respect of such 
Bill by this rule, unless the House shall 
order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the Clerk 
of the House, eight clear days before the 
opening of the Session. 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be presented 

to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, with 
publication proved by a statutory 
declaration of affidavit to the satis- 
faction of the Clerk of the House.

WHEREAS, pursuant to section 578 of

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And whereas the owner disputes this evi- 
dence and refuses to permit the said land to 
be used as a road.

1. ‘This bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as “Abbotsford Old Yale Road Expro- 
priation (Schaller) By-law No. 697-1982”. 

2. Pursuant to section 578 (3) and sub- 
ject to Division (4) of Part 12 of the Munici- 
pal Act, being chapter 290, R.S.B.C. 1979, 
as amended, the Council of the District of 
Abbotsford is hereby authorized to enter 
upon, expropriate, break up, take and enter 
into possession of and use and does hereby 
expropriate for road purposes, all and singu- 
lar those certain parcels of real property or 
tracts of land and premises situ?te, lying and 
being in the Municipality of Abbotsford, in 
the Province of British Columbia, and being 
more particularly known and described as: 


(a) All that portion of the south half of the 
northeast quarter of Section 11, Town- 
ship 19, except firstly—part subdivided 
by Plan 9526, secondly—Parcel A 
(Ref. Plan 16067), thirdly—part in- 
cluded in Parcel B (Exp. Plan 17280), 
fourthly—part on Plan 43860, as shown 
outlined in bold on Statutory Right of 
Way Plan 64536, NWD.
